Construction of Mud Room 


The mud room can be an at­ 


tractive area of the house rather 


than a gloomy little damp spot. 


An entranceway from garage 
or basement usually is the mud 
area. 
These pass 
throughs are 
ideal places for color and imag­ 
ination. 


Linoleum 
and 
tile 
are good 
floorings for boots, dripping um­ 
brellas and soggy clothing. 


The walls should be dressed 
too in good waterproof material. 
A self adhesive vinyl material 
goes on easily. A knotty pine 
pattern is ideal for this purpose. 
Use it right over the door too. 
The advantage of the pattern be­ 
sides its attractiveness is that 
it doesn’t show fingerprints. 


A combination coat rack and 
boot tray will keep coats out of 
the way and wet boots and rub­ 
bers off the floor. Make the unit 
yourself by constructing a coat­ 
rack against the wall, using ply­ 
wood or other suitable material. 
A cornice can lend a decorative 
note, and a shelf several inches 
off the floor from the bottom of 
the unit large enough to take 
the family’s collection of boots 
and rubbers, will add to the utility 
of the coatrack. The scalloped 
effect of a cornice may be cut 
out on a home saw, but these 
brackets may also be bought as 
is at local lumber yards. 


When the rack is assembled, 
line the interior and the bottom 
of the boot tray with a 
red 
gingham design 
self-adhesi v e 
vinyl. 
Paint 
the cornice a n d 
frame white, outlining the scallop 
in red. Put black metal coat hooks 
at the back or the rack. A small 
mirror could 
be used in 
this 
area also if strategically placed. 
A simple square stand of wood 
or metal may be covered in the 
same red gingham pattern to be 
used 
for umbrellas. The door 
frame may be perked up with 
red gingham vinyl, a nice con­ 
trast to the knotty pine vinyl. 
If a lamp is used in this area, 
its shade could be decorated with 
a border of the gingham. An old 
table could be covered with the

Here's The Answer 


QUESTION: We are planning 
to add a room to our house. My 
husband is very handy, but is 
not an expert on such 
things 
and we have hired a man to help 
him, especially with the plan-; 
ning. 
This man says 
he 
will 
work out the construction on a 
program which he calls Modular 
Coordination. He seems to know 
what he is talking about, but 
we want to be sure. Can you 
advise Us? 


ANSWER: We can’t give youj 
any advice about whether or not; 
to hire this man, 
because we 
haven’t any idea as to his com­ 
petence. This is something you 
certainly should 
have 
checked 
before making any arrangement 
with him. 


However, we can tell you this. 
There is such a thing as Modular 
Coordination and, if used prop­ 
erly, it will save you time and 
money. It’s merely a fancy name 
for 
a 
system 
of 
construction 
which calls for the use of stand­ 
ard-sized materials, thus saving 
on cutting and fitting. 


The standard measurement for 
Modular Construction usually is 
4 
inches. 
All 
materials 
are 
bought and used in multiples of 
4 
inches. 
Manufacturers 
make 
many of the;r products in these 
dimensions and there is a great 
! saving in the cutting of wood, 
brick, cinder block, etc. Room 
heights and widths are planned 
I to take advantage of these stand­ 
ard-sized materials.

QUESTION: We have a two- 
family brick house about 50 years 
old.

ANSWER: Yes, an exhaust fan 
would help considerably to keep 
the second floor cooler during 
the summer. Since you call it a 
two-family house, I 
assume the 
attic is above the second floor. 
If this is so, the exhaust fan 
should be installed 
in the ceil- j 
ing of the upstairs apartment 
or what actually is the floor of 
the 
attic. 
If by a two-family 
house, 
you mean that the attic 
itself has been converted into a' 
apartment, then the exhaust fan, 
should be placed in the attic 
ceiling. It will pull warm air out 
of the apartment into the space 
above 
and send it 
out of the 
house through the louvers. The 
fan can be installed by someone 
who is adept at projects of that 
nature, but otherwise 
will 
re- 
qure professional handling, whe­ 
ther the fan is to be installed 
! by your husband or a professional 
i be sure that a check is first 
I made to determine whether the 
louvers are large enough to per 
mit sufficient air to escape.

Vignon were killed earlier. 
The Bliss Company m anagem ent knows it 
won't win any safety aw ards this year but 
that in itself isn’t too im portant, although 
it often reflects a good o v erall safety pro­ 
gram . Ironically. Bliss does m ore "preach­ 
ing” 
for the cause of safety than many 


industries. It knows that the risks generally 
are greater in its heavy' m achinery activity. 


The sobering effects of the tragedies hav* 
caused company officials to m ake a re­ 
evaluation .of their safety program but per­ 
sonnel departm ent files 
show 
that since 
1955, for example, frequent safety meetings 
have been held and directives issued to 
alert workers to obvious hazards. 
What Bliss and other large industries here 
would like to stress is that safety alm ost 
becomes a personal responsibility when a 
workm an picks up his tools. Alertness to 


everyday dangers is as essential as the din­ 


ner bucket.

Willingness to Pay the Price 


College officials say they don't know why 


half the young men and women who start to 


college drop out along the way. 


"We have been writing and talking about 
this for 40 years,” said Blanchard L. Ride- 
cut of Cornell University in a speech to the 
American Council on Education, when it held 
its annual meeting in W ashington last week,’’ 
and we still do not have the answ er.” 


The obvious reasons for dropping out of 
college cannot account for the high rate of 
falling by the wayside. Some students can't 
hold the academ ic pace. Some run into mon­ 
ey difficulties they can't surm ount. Some lose 
their health. 


But what about all the others? What ac­ 
counts for the ones who say they are bored, 
the students who decide to ditch it because 
they get m arried the ones who never give 
college an honest try and finally are asked 
to leave? 
In an era when there is universal agree­ 
m ent on the importance of a college educa­ 
tion in term s of lifetime earning power and 


lifetime satisfaction, why do half of the young 
men and women lucky enough to start to 
college fail to finish? 
That proportion, incidentally, does not hold 
true in all colleges and universities. Institu­ 
tions that screen students closely before they 
are allowed to enter college have relatively 
few dropouts. Usually, they are caused by 
health or money. It is chiefly in insnutions 
which do not practice advance screening that 


m ass dropouts occur. 
And that is where the answer is to be 


found. 
Students screened in advance must show 
they possess a strong sense of "purpose. They 
m ust prove by their own previous perform ­ 
ance that they are willing to pay the price 
of being educated: that they are willing to 
put education first and other things second. 


It s that simple. 
An applicant who never has done anything 
of note in high school doesn’t have a chance 
to m ake the grade in a college or university 
that aim s to graduate all but a handful of 
the freshm en students it accepted.

But not this time. A cautious judge 
rul­ 
ing on the law as he sees it, ordered the 
culprit's release. And why do people so 
easily get the impression that courts are 
more solicitous of the rights of people like 
him than of people who try to cram p the 
style of people like him? Simple 
Because people like him who are in and 
out of court all the time are mostly the oily 
c t-zens whose rights ever are ruled on by 
judges.

More Funds, Better Teachers Needed 


DiSalle s Seminars 


Looking back on Gov 
Michael 
V. DiSalleT recent sem inars for 
newsmen on state financing, one 
conclusion stands out above all 
others from the mass of facts and 
figures, charts and diagram s: 
It s a mistake to try to separate 
such things from the realm of 
politics. 
The cry for ‘‘nonpolitical” dis­ 
cussions, studies and reports on 
Ohio’s money problems is a con­ 
tinuing one. 
It comes from the politicians 
themselves 
who. 
being 
human, 
som etim es weary of their front­ 
line battles in the halls of govern­ 
ment 
And it comes from their constit­ 
uents who. as individuals, flounder 
in seas of confusion over which 
side is telling the truth or, as 
m em bers of organized pressure 
groups, 
find 
themselves 
allied 
against the side that happens to 
be in the political m ajority at 
the time 
But it is doubtful that any dis­ 
cussion, study or report on state 
financing could be really “ non­ 
political ” That’s so whether the 
research took the form of a con­ 
centrated briefing—like the gov­ 
ernor's sem inars—or a protracted 
investigation directed by the Leg 
lslative 
Service 
Comm.ssion— as 
has been proposed by Republican 
leaders of the Ohio General As­ 
sembly. 
The reason is that 
15 people 
(or any other num ber) looking at 
the same set of facts and figures 
can come up with 
15 different 
ideas on w hat they m ean in term s 
of desirable political action. 
Exam ples 
Cited 
A couple of random exam ples 
from Gov. DiSalle s sem inars ii-

lustrate the point: 
Its a fact that while the dollar 
cost of the state school Subsidy 
program 
climbed 
phenomenally, 
the state’s share of the total cost 
of public education dropped from 
46.4 per cent in 1948 to 33.3 per 
cent in 
1960. This m eans local 
taxpayers have been picking up 
a bigger part of the tab through 
their votes on levies. 
Is that bad? Many people—the 
governor and educators included 
—think so. They argue that m any 
Ohio boys and girls still are not 
getting good enough training to 
serve them or their society in 
the future, that local taxpayers are 
burdened 
enough 
and that 
the 
state has an obligation to raise 
its ante. 
But m any other people believe 
t’s a good trend, reflecting strong­ 
er local control of 
public pro­ 
gram s and an increasing aw are­ 
ness by the citizenry of its col­ 
lective responsibilities. 
It s a fact that the state uni­ 
versities derive only about one- 
third of their income from taxes 
The rest is supplied by student 
fees, gifts and 
relatively small 
federal grants. 
Is that b a d ’ Many people—the 
governor and university officials 
included—believe so. They contend 
students are tapped for more than 
they should be in an “equal op­ 
portunity” program and that the 
universities are nearing the limit 
of the burden they can carry by 
their own dev ces. 
But 
manx 
other 
peotrfe 
*ee 
nothing derelict in a political phil­ 
osophy that demands a two-third* 
contribution from the individual 
who w arts to enjov the benefits 
of a college education. And thev 


challenge the wisdom of making 
it physically and financially pos­ 
sible for every child to go to 
college whether he s equipped for 
it or not. 
The same sort of divergence be­ 
tween fact and conclusion can be 
found in virtually every phase of 
Ohio’s 
51 
bi Ilion-a-yea- 
govern­ 
ment. 
The figures may be cold and 
unchallengeable (even that is not 
always true in governm ent financ­ 
ing), but opinions on what they 
mean are alw a vs subject to chal­ 
lenge and the challenging process 
can get mighty heated 
That’s politics. It’s the process 
of making decisions through the 
political medium of the ballot box. 
The governor’s sem inars were 
valuable as “ background” because 
he and his top adm inistrators did 
a highly creditable job of pre­ 
senting the facts and figures. 
Argument Unsolved 
But the sem inars did not solve 
the political argum ent that has 
been raging in Ohio for these last 
several years and will range for 
mar.v more to come. 
It would have been impossible 
for the governor to keep attem pts 
at political persuasion out of his 
sem inars 
It’s equally impossible 
for his opponents to avoid attem pts 
at counteracting 
his 
persuasive 
efforts. 
That s the way they strive for 
the “ truth” rn the argum ent—the 
m ajority decision of the electorate 
on which side is right. 
The greatest d service in this 
process is done by the people who 
attem pt to shirk their dtizensh'p s 
responsibility by demanding that 
the 
subject 
be 
“ taken 
out of 
pc!’tics ”

are blamed. 
Also, many who harbored doubts 
about loading the Treasury with 
an annual commitment for any 
field as big 
as education 
have 
gladlv accepted some of the re­ 
sponsibility for the defeat of the 


m easure. 
But the sad fact rem ains that 
education in America is in need 
of more funds - better teachers 
and better buildings. 
W hether all the states need fed­ 
eral aid or some of them can 
do the job themselve may be de­ 
bated. Because 
of 
the 
varying 
conditions throughout the country, 
the average man finds it difficult 
to get a clear idea of just what 
ouiht or ought not to be done by 
th* federal government. 
The most recent excuse for fed­ 
eral aid is national defense, '-that 
is done in the Soviet Lnion is 
being held up constantly a* some­ 
thing to be paralleled. Much mon­ 
ey is evidently spent 
there 
for 
training e n g i n e e r s and tech­ 


nicians. 
On the theory that Soviet Rus­ 
sia is a potential enemy, the argu­ 
m ent is made by spokesmen for 
educational organizations that to 
give a better education to Am er­ 
ican citizens is somehow wrapped 
up in national defense. It s a con­ 
venient d e v i c e in politics. So 
m easures that 
are designed 
to 
help education are put into bills 
given such nam es as the National 
Defense Education Act. 


THE TROUBLE 
with 
such 
a 
broad classification is that it runs 
into the 
religious issue. 
Higher 
institutions 
which 
need 
labora­ 
tories for scientists 
or 
scholar­ 
ships for talented students in eco­ 
nomic or 
scientific fields 
have 
been awarded federal money irre­ 
spective of whether those same 
institutions are o p e r a t e d by 
churches. The Kennedy admini­ 
stration says this is constitutional. 
What is 
hard 
to understand, 
however, is why, if a Catholic 
bov is supposed subsequently to 
enlist and defend his country in 
war. he should be helped in his 
education at the elem entary-school 
level only if he keeps out of a 
parochial school. 
He must give up the religious 


education he w ants in order to 


get the benefits of federal money 
granted 
to 
public 
elem entary 
schools. This is widely criticized 
as reducing the doctrine of sepa­ 
ration of church and state to an 
absurdity. 


Literally, the Constitution says 
that “Congress shall make no law 
respecting an establishm ent of re­ 
ligion.” 
Some argue that this m eans no 
law .should ever be passed that 
deals with any religious institu­ 
tion in any respect whatsoever. 
If this be true, then the ablibi of 
national defense is ineffectual and 
no money can constitutionally be 
appropriated by C o n g r e s s for 
higher institutions or elem entary 
schools or anything else if they 
have the slightest connection with 
a church. 


THERE ARE some passages in 
Supreme Court decisions which 
cast doubt on this doctrine. Each 
side 
quotes 
the 
passages 
that 
seem to support its own view, t he 
truth is that the decisions are not 
clear. 
The Supreme 
C o u r t of the 
United States has never, for in­ 
stance, ruled that a federal loan 
to help a 
church 
construct 
a 
school building is unconstitutional 
or that a federal loan covering a 
m ortgage on a home for a ( ath­ 
o ld 
citizen 
is 
unconstitutional 
when he engages a private tutor 
to come to that sam e 
home to 
teach his children the Catholic 
religion. 


Obviously there is need for a 
clear-cut ruling by the Supreme 
Court of the United States which 
will remove all legal doubt as to 
w hether any federal money can 
be used, directly or indirectly, for 
any college, high school or ele­ 
m entary school run by a church 
or whether federal funds m ay be 
used for any and all educational 
purposes except the actual teach­ 
ing of a religious creed 
It can certainly decide whether 
federal money can 
be withheld 
from institutions that do teach re­ 
ligion in their 
school 
buildings 
even though the m oney obtained 
from the federal governm ent is in­ 
tended, not for the propagation of 
any religious beliefs, hut just for 
such inanim ate objects as brick 
and m ortar and perhaps even for 
physical facilities to insure good 
health for American children in 
congested school areas. 


IF CONGRESS would leave it 
to the courts to decide the extent 
to which the teaching of religion 
bars the use of state or federal 
funds for a college or high school 
or elem entary school that isn’t un­ 
der public control, then the pas­ 
sage — on its m erits 
- of an 
all-inclusive bill to foster educa­ 
tion in America could be made 
easier. 
There is nothing in the rulebook 
that says m em bers of Congress 
must possess the legal background 
of court jutices to enable them 
to resolve constitutional question! 
before voting for legislation.

Court Refuses 
To Reconsider Red 
Party Decision 


WASHINGTON

The 
Supreme Court today refused to 
reconsider its 
June 5 
decision 
that the Communist party must 
register as an arm of the Soviet 
Union. 


In its petition for reconsidera­ 
tion, the party said the court's 
decision destroyed the protection 
of the Constitution’s F irst Amend 
ment and opened the way for Con 
gress to "outlaw any dissident 
political group simply by mak ing 
opprobrious findings.”

Rayburn Receiving 


Anti-Cancer Drug 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) - Speaker 
Sam Rayburn, a relentless fight­ 
er for all his 79 years, has begun 
receiving injections that may help 
him in his battle with cancer. 
Rayburn is taking an experi­ 
mental drug called “5 Fluoro-ura- 
cil.” If he responds well, he will 
get daily injections for around 
two weeks. 
Dr. Ralph Tompsett, chief of in­ 
ternal medicine at Baylor Uni­ 
versity Medical Center, said the 
first treatment was given Rayburn 
Sunday. It will be several days, 
he said, before it is known wheth­ 
er the drug produces undesirable 
side effects. 
The drug is not a cure, but it 
may halt the spread of cancer. 
Rayburn appears to be doing 
about as well as can be expected. 
Each medical bulletin has said 
“ rested fairly comfortably” or 
“ate reasonably well.” 
Rayburn is eating what he likes 
and Sunday had one of his favor­ 
ite foods: honey. 
A press room has been set up 
in a small library. Twice each 
day a news conference is held in 
a room next door. Doctors strive 
to give new answers to the same 
old questions, but basically they 
add up to this: Rayburn is an 
extremely sick 
man but, yes, 
there’s some hope.

policy on the future of Berlin and 
related German issues are crucial 
to Western agreement. 
The Allies appear to be basical­ 
ly split over Berlin policy prob­ 
lems. 
The West German government, 
grappling with its own internal 
political difficulties, is apprehen­ 
sive about agreeing to the greater 
flexibility on the Western sida 
which Rusk and President Ken­ 
nedy want for negotiations with 
the U.S.S.R. 
The French government is fear­ 
ful that the Soviet Union may 
consider Western interest in ex­ 
ploratory talks a sign of weakness 
in facing up to Red threats over 
Berlin. 
The British government is eager 
for negotiations and British offi­ 
cials have been reported mildly 
hopeful that a reasonable formula 
can 
be 
worked 
out with

Soviets. 
Kennedy and Rusk are said to 
feel that at the very least it is 
extremely important to continue 
East-West exploratory talks. 
The first round of such talks 
ended here Friday night in a 
two-hour meeting which the Presi­ 
dent and Rusk held with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro­ 
myko. This was the fourth of a 
series of conversations which be­ 
gan between Rusk and Gromyko 
in New York three weeks ago. 
The end result at this point is 
failure to agree on a negotiations 
formula.
